Dangerous Storm in North Sea threatens BEF/ Fleets 

A massive storm onm the North -Sea forced the Home Fleet out of Scappa Flow to seek shelter on 
Norways protected fjorids. The BEF being conmvoyed to Norway had to instead enter ports in 
Belgium, helped by the German High Seas Fleet in reaching safty. No casualities have been reported 
and the fleet expects to continue on thier schedualed tour as soon as the weather clears. 

Italy apologizes to Russia! The Vatican today announced an official apology for the previous 
declaration of war to their Christian brothers' in Russia. It seems that all the Italian mall had been 
sent to Moscow and was not received by the Czar since he was at summer residence in St.
